Jehn Grable Hanged at St. Joseph 
~ the Murder of His Brother-in- 
We 


(St. Joseph (Mo.) Special to St. Louis Times, 9th.] 

At ten minutes past 1 to-day Jotun Grable 
was executed by hangivg for the murder of 
Joel Drake, his oroth er-in-law, on the Ist day 
of January, 1870. ‘ 

The condemned bore up under the ordeal 
with a fortitude almost unparalleled. Though 
under the influence of morphine, which had 
been surreptitiously given him, his religious 
fervor forsake bim in the least. He 
eeemed entirely calm, only agitated by his re- 
ligious feelings and with grief for his wife 
and children, 

In his speech to the crowd he confessed to 
the murder, but declared he had no remem- 
brance of itor how it was done. Both he 
and bis brother-in-law were drunk at the time, 
traveling In a wagon from Gentry county to 
Platte, leaving Rochester, De Kalb county. 
On the road toward St. Joseph, late in the 
evening of January 1, the murder was com- 
mitted, and he awoke, he says, from a drunk- 
en sleep next morning to find himself lying 
onthe ground beside the body of the mur- 
dered Drake, the wagon having. turned over. 
Then bis whole mind seemed engaged in some 
scheme to cover up the deed. 

He put the body in the wagon and drove on 
to St. Joe, where the wagon stood all night in 
the stable-yard of Louis Wainberg, on Sixth 
street. Monday moraing he took a check for 
four dollars and one for seveuty-five dollars 
that be got off of the body of Drake, forzed 
the indorsement, and drew the money. He 
then drove to his brother’s, twelve miles be- 
low the city, and remained all night. All 
this time he drove along the public road with 
the murdered bedy in the wagon, and 
got home with it page night He next 
went to Parkville fora coffin, where an in- 
quiry caused his arrest. He told them that 

e was murdered in St. Joseph, and the 
body handed to him by some women at a

it they would swear murder on him. Grable 
confessed on the scafioid that all he had told 
was false. His religious fervor continued till 
the drop fell. He warned the people to be- 
ware of whisky, which had brought bim to 
tbatend.

The Story of a Disbanded Michigan 
Volunteer. 

Frc m the Kensas City (Mo.) Bulletin, 8th.) 

Yesterday afternoon we were attracted bya 
mall group collected at a w upon the 
Squere Proceedivg to the wagon we found 
ove of those long-hai white wanderers, so 
often to be met with in the secluded valleys 
of the Rocky Mcuntains. His wagon bore 
of a “e* jourrey, and contained a 
Indian kete, Indian dogs, bows 


and Kiowa manufacture. Im the wagon, in 
the midst of a pile of bear skins and robes, 
was seated a beautiful child. with dark blue 
eyes aud long curly rivg ets bauging over his 
sunburot neck and face, who was pratt in 
the Indian any e w his pet dogs. The 
wagon and child belonged to the long-haired 
mountaineer and hunter, whose pame is given 
as H. C. Callender, formerly a resident of 
Michigan. From him we beard the following: 
He was a soldier in General Banks’ army 
and belonged to a Michigan regiment, aod 
was taken prisoner in the disastrous retreat of 
Benks down Red river. In 1864 he made his 
escape to the Cherokee Nation, and after- 
wards cettled down as a hunter and trapper in 
the Wichita Mountains, where he sooa be- 
came acquainted with the Kiowas and Co- 
imanches, who treated him with uoexceptiona- 
ble kindness. About two years ago he was 
oined in his lone life by bis — wife and 
child, who left the comforts of civilization to 
jouw her husband in his chosen life of peril 
apd solitude. ; 

He says from the time bis wife and chila ar- 
rived at his wigwam or tepec, the Indians be- 
came more sociable and visited him often, the 
two Comanche cbiefs, Tumbling Bear and 
T ush-a-wah, both taking an almost imsane lik- 
ing for the little fair, curly-headed child, the 
former chief offeriug po less than forty po- 
nies for the little papoose; for hours have 
these old leather-skinued warriors sat and 
fondled the little pale face, and On one occa- 
sion they carried the child away to their vil- 
lage, but its wailings had such ap effect upon 
them that they brought it home to its mother, 
By close study of the Indian character, Mr, 
Callender was eoabled to ward off frequent 
danger to himself and family, avd continue to 
live year after year the life of a Wiid nomad of

VON MQLTKE. 


fome Account of the Great Organizer 
ot German Victories. 


(rre™ the Lopdona Telegraph. | 


An exceedingly shabby-idékiig, not to say 
miserable, house in Behrens strasse, Berlio, is 
pointed out to stravgers as the residence o 
this great General and consummate war ad- 
ministrator, to whom no plan, as a whole, 
seems too great, and no microscopic detail too 
trivial. The watchmaker’s accurate neatoess 
of hand, laboring unerringly in the assem- 
blege of parts to a whole, has been figura- 
tively cited with respect to mauy great and 
complex works, from the construction of the 
universe downw The house in Behrens 
stvacse may be regarded as the workshop 
where wheels ard Wheels baye been put p.- 
tiently together by ore psir of strong hands; 
for strength implies delicacy, whether in play- 
ing a sonata, making a time piece, or adjusting 
the numerous minute matters neeiful to the 
carrying through of a victorious campai-r. 
Here itisthat the most wonderful piece of 
human mechanism known to military history, 
the German army of 1870—a combination un- 
paralleled|in the multitude of its elements 
and the perfection and vastness of its entirety 
—was put together. The watch has proved 
an excellent piece of work, and people are 
curious to know what manner of man is the 
watchmaspr. 

Gen. Hellmuth Baron von Moltke, to whose 
already proven skili and energy was entrusted 
the gigantic task of setting in immediate mo- 
tion a half} a million of men—of calculating 
from all corners of the land the time re- 
quired to bring on a certain day, and at a cer- 
tain a to a certain point, many single 
corps, uniting asa vast, compact, and solid 
army—belovgs to a family of Old Meckien- 

e was born in the first year of the 
at a farm known as Sdmow, near 
His traditions were ali military. His 
father had served in the Mollendorf regiment, 
eae was eovolved on giving a thorough soldiler- 
y training to his sons. Very soon after the 
birth of him whose career we are now briefly 
sketching, the family went to Holstein; 
andin the year 1812 he was sent with an 
elaer brother to the Land Cadet Academy at 
Copenhagen, so that Prussia w indebted to 
Denmark as well as to the Duchy of Meck- 
Jenburg for the production of a soldier whose 
services will have left their mark in the bis- 
tory of this young but powerful monarchy. 
When twenty-two of age our cadet en- 
tered the Prussian service as Second Lieu- 
tenant in the Eighth Leib Infantry regiment, 
which was stationed at Frankfort-on-the- 
Oder. The corps was commanded at the 
time by Gen. von der Marwick, whose wife 
was by birth a Countess von Molike. Tothis 
circumstance may possibly be ascribed the fact 
that the young officer, whose means and 
worldly ere were Dow very small, found 
influen friecds. He was entirely depeod- 
ent on his slender pay, for his vearest rela- 
tives bad fallen on evil days, and their for- 
tune was lost. 

By great exertions and self-denial, Lieuten- 
ant Moltke educated himself in modern lan- 
guages, end his diligence obtained for him 
na short time the direction of the Division 
School, in which post his duties were dis- 
charged with such eminent satisfaction to his 
superior officers that he was attached to the 
staff of General von Muffliwg and was em- 
ployed to take topographical measurements 
in Silesia and elsewhere. Soon afterward he 
became Captain; and in two years was ad- 
mitted to the general staff. bile holding 


} the rank of Captain, be was sent to Turkey, 


with Capt, Lane, Von Muhibach, Fische, and 
Von Wicke, to organize the army there on 
the Prussian model. The work was attended 
with resaits almost ludicrously unsuccessful. 
As coon as the Turkieh troops were discip- 
lincd and organized, they deserted en masse. 
But military litenature owes to Moltke’s 
Eastern visit his popular and iostructive 
“Letiers from Turkey;"’ and the same mission 
also geve bim tbe opportunity of making 
valuable drawings of the Dardanelles, the 
Bosphorus, and Constantinople. 

D ~and we may remind the reader that 
Vou Moltke’s years are the years of the cen- 
tury—he returned, after a most interesting 
journeys through Lesser Asia, to Europe. La 
the year tollowing be married Miss Von Bur«, 
of Holstein, and about tre same time he was 
promoted to the rank of Major In 1845 he 
again left Germany, and wert to Rome, where 
be was attached as adjutant to Priace Hein- 
rich of Piusema. Few people now remember 
this Prince, who was the uncle of the present 
King of Prussia, acd who, having become a 
Roman Catholic, ended his days in the city of 
the Po A 
Heinrich was repo 
furnish a theme which the historical novelist 
of another generation may turn to good ac- 
o 


unt, 

Having brought the dead body of the 
Prince back to sia, Major Von Moltke be- 
came Chief of the General Staffof the Fourth 
army corps in Magdeburg; in 1850 he was 
made Lieutenant Colonel, in 1861 Colonel, in 
1856 Major General, and in 1859 Lieutenant 
General. During this = he accompanied 
the Crown Prince of Pruesia to Baimoral, 
and afterward, being in command of the Elev- 
enth infantry reg:ment, resided with the 

nee for a twelvemonth in Breslau. On 
two other memorable occasivus he went in 
aitendance on the Crown Prince to England; 
first when his Royal Highness espoused the 
Princess Royal, and afterward when the Prince 
was present at the funeral obsequies of her 
lamented father, the Prince Consort. 

In 1864, when Field Marenal the Count 
Wrangel, after the Duppe! victory, gave the 
command to Prince Frederick Charies, Vou 
Moltke became Chief of the General Staff; and 
it must bave been with strange feelings as he 
remembered his cadet days in Denmark that 
he projected the succeesful passage over to 
Alsen, His fame was afterwards to be more 
firmly established. The seven days’ war with 
Austiia brought into conspicuous prom:nenuce 
those brilliant qualities which have in 
ehone forth, to the great glory of Prussia and 
the German cause, and to the signal discom- 
fiture, if not confusiov, of their enemies. 
Tnis is the man who guides the great army 
which, repering. invasion, bas carried coa- 
quest into the heart of the invader’s terri- 
tory.

me into a trim little dining-room opening 
upon the garden, and thrusts me simultan- 
eously into an rm! chair anda pair of 
easy slippers, while I take a hasty survey 
ofthe chamberinto which I have been 
thus suddenly ushered.

The 
flooris polished like a mirror; the tasteful

uniform, whom I rightly guess to be my 
host's soldier-soh Wilhelm (a household 
word in his father’s mouth), now on garri- 
son ay. d at Spandau. 

But the object which specially attracts 
my attention is a tall, grim bureau of dark 
oak, in the further cormer beyond the fire- 
place, decorated with those quaint old Ger- 
man “hy > which carry one back to the 
streets of Nuremberg andthe house of 
Albrecht Durer. There stand Adam and 
Eve, in all their untrammeled freedom, 
shoulder to shoulder, like officers in the 
center ofa hollow square, with all the 
beasts of the earth formed in close order 
around them, and thetree of knowledge 
standing up like a signpostin the rear. 
There the huge frame of Goliath, smitten 
by the fatal stone, reels over like a falling 
tower, threatening to crush into powder 
the swarm of diminutive Philistines who 
bop about in the background. There ap- 
pear the chosen Twelve, with faces curios- 
ly individualized, in spite of all the rough- 
ness of the carving, and passing one 
every gradation, from the soft, womanly 
features of the beloved disciple to the 
bearded, low-browed, ruffianly visage of 
him “which also was the traitor.’’ And 
there the persecutor Saul, not yet trans- 
formed into Paul the apostle (sheathed in 
steel from topto toe,armed with a sabre 
that might have suited Blue-beard himself, 
and attended by a squadron of traopers 
armed cap-a-pie), rides at full gallop past 
the gates of Damascus on his errand of 
destruction. 

“That bureau must be a very old one,’ 
remarked I, tentatively.

Charles Thelin, never a prisoner himself, 
but merely a prisoner's valet de chambre, 
was condemned pour contumace, in his 
absence, because he was not present him- 
self to take his trial, to six months’ du- 
rance vile. Whether six months or sixty, 
it would be all the same to him when once 
beyond the gripe of the French gendarmes.
